We will not be responsible for errors in the 
direction of grain unless these instructions are 
followed. Orders are not subject to cancella- 
tion after being duly accepted. Plywood is sub- 
ject to inspection in the white only. An exact 
copy of the order as it is issued to the factory is 
sent to the customer. This acknowledgment 
should be carefully checked with your order. 
Omissions and errors, if any, must be reported 
promptly. All quotations are based on items 
enumerated by us. Complaints as to defective 
materials or workmanship, if allowed will be 
adjusted by replacement, or otherwise, but not 
after same has been sold, used, or commingled 
with other material. No claims for refinishing 
or other labor not originally performed by us 
will be allowed. Goods are not to be returned 
without consent being first obtained. 

Grades 

RODDISWOOD is sold under the following 
grades. It is important that in asking for quo- 
tations, or ordering, to follow these grades ac- 
curately. For special stock not covered in these 
grades, please describe fully so that we may 
quote you intelligently. 

Specifications for Faces 

Grade AA. — Carefully matched for figure 
and color; all joints glued; veneers clear and 
free from all defects, such as sap, stains, worm 
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holes and knots; machine sanded, belt finished- 
(See notes 3 and 4). 

Grade A. — Figured and plain woods, matched 
for uniform figure and color. Excessive dis- 
coloration, face depressions, sap, knots and 
worm holes eliminated; machine sanded, belt 
finished; glued joints. (See notes 2 and 3). 

Grade B. — Random figure or grain, matched 
for color only. Tight joints. Sap, slight dis- 
coloration and sound pin knots not considered 
defects. Patches properly made permissible. 
Machine sanded; glued joints. (See notes 2 
and 3). 

Grade C. — Not matched for color or grain. 
Slightly open joints, sap with discolorations, 
burls, sound knots and patches permissible. 
Machine sanded. 

Grade D. — Any kind or kinds of wood. 
Doze, stain, pithy knots, discolorations, burls, 
loose cutting and open joints permissible. Not 
sanded. Tape not removed. Reject panel 
grade not intended for us where exposed. 

Specifications for Backs 

Good Backs. — Same as Grade B face. 

Sound Backs, — Same as Grade C face. 

Reject Backs. — Same as a Grade D face. 
This grade of back is supplied on all panels with 
one good face unless another grade is specified. 

Notes 

Note No. 1. — Any specifications for face and 
back veneer other than these rules shall be a 
matter of special contract between buyer and 
seller. 

Note No. 2. — In seme instances it is desir- 
able to include sap to produce best effect in 
matching in Walnut, Figured Gu-m, and other 
woods on the Faces; therefore, the matter of 
eliminating sap is considered optional. 

Note No, 3. — Slight mineral and bark streaks 
are not considered a defect in Plain and Quar- 
tered Oak. 

Note No. 4. — Pin knots and burls not con- 
sidered a defect in Mahogany and Walnut. 
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The prices for a grade A panel with a Good 
Back will be arrived at in the following way: 

Turn to the list for the Grade B panels. 
Deduct the difference in the price between 
the one and two side panel in the size you 
desire: Add this amount to the correspond- 
ing size on the Grade A panel list. This 
will give you the price for a Grade A panel 
with a Good Back. 

To arrive at the price for a Grade A 
panel with a Sound Back on the Grade C 
list; Deduct the difference in the price 
between the one and two side panel: Add 
this amount to the Grade A panel. This 
will give you the price for a Grade A panel 
with a Sound Back. 

Core Grade 

Grade 1, — Made from any suitable core 
wood — mixed woods in the same core not per- 
mitted; sound wood throughout; good edges, 
free from rot, shake, and knots, for shaping; 
no end splices on edges, to be used for band- 
sawed or shaped tops. 

Grade 2. — Any suitable wood — mixed wood 
not permitted in the same core; patching per- 
missible; good edges, free from rot, shake, and 
knots, one piece or spliced edges as specified. 

Grade 3. — Any wood; must be reasonably 
sound, doze, stain, small open knots, pin worm 
holes, and checks permitted; and splicing on 
outside edges permissible.
